For twenty-eight years, or more, Committees, Commissions, aud the Bishops, 
of the aforcaaid churches, have been meeting, from time to time, with a vi.w of et- 
fecting an organic union between these two vonerated bodies; and in Keeping with 
the last prayer of our Saviour, making the two denominations & unit, which is now 
dae in Ecclesiastical Polity, Faith, Doctrine, Forms and Usage, For the ten 
wo are boch Episcopal Methodist, and are Scripturally cosmopolitan in belief and 
practice, maintaining as we do, the Fatherhood of God, and the brotherhood of 
man. _ 

But in every instance some non-eatential issue, or definition of some term, or 
magaified technioality, has intervened, and the object sought, and eo much devired, 
has been foiled, thus perpetuating a specles of ecolesiastic feuda/iom which bas 
weakcned and retarded our religiou influence among the people, and ia some in- 
itznces, has been productive of revults painfully slaful. Too frequently we have 
engaged in a competitive warfare, whore nothing was at stake but the ambition of 
denominational conquest, Especially bas this been the case with many of our min- 
\sters and lay members. 

Our two last General Conferences which met in Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, Pa. 
respectively, created a joint commission, consisting of twelve members each, repre- 
zenting these bodies respectively; ina the month of May, 1892, which twenty-four 
commissioners met and deliberated in Harrieburg, Pa. While this commission did 
not reach a basis of orgauic union wholly satisfactory to each Generel Conference, 
they did finally evolve such prospective terms and agreement, as enabled them to 
decide upon & name. This hitherto ingurmoudtable difficulty, baviag been over- 
come, the further disposition of terms, conditions and arrangements for organic un- 
ion, were referred t » the two Epizcopal Councils combined, and ordereti to be wab- 
mitted to the churches, as hereinafter provided, 

That tho object may be consummated, Heaven honored, the unity of the church 
zubserved, our people made more integral aud the hearts of millions turned toward 
God, we, therefore invoke the prayers, charity, patienco and loving-kindaess, of 
all who are of the household of faith, upon this, the result of our prayerful labor. 

TERMS OF ORGANIO UNION, 


lst. Finding that both the African Methodist Episcopal Church, and the African 
Metbodist Episcopal Zion Oburch have uch au Episcopal form of government as is 
common to Episcopal Methodists; aud that they alike have the twenty five articles 
of religion, the general rules, the restrictive rules, aud the same ordination, cucha- 
riatic, marriage, baptismal, and burial serviee, with claw meetings, love feasts and 
other forms of worship peculiar to Episcopal Methodiam; with general, annual, dis-

There is little or nothing known 
with certainty in regard to the inven- 
tion or discovery of glazs. Some of 
the oldest specimens are Egyptian, and 
the age of certain glass vessel made 
by that people which are now kept in 
the British museum is believed to be 
at least 4,194 years, dating back to the 
year 2300 B. C. Transparent glass was 
first used about 750 B. C.; the credit 
of this last discovery being given to 
the Phoenicians. The old story of its 
aceidental discovery is familiar: Mer- 
chants who were resting their cooking 
pots on blocks of 8ubcarbonate of cod 
found glass produced by the union, 
under heat, of the alkali and the sands 
of the desert. — Er.
